Virginia Polities-Kcadjnaler Slate Con­ 
tention. 
R ich m on d, June 2d. — The Readjuster 
State Convention met to-day, with General 
Bolling as Chairman. In the absence of Ms- 
hone, John Panl was made temporary Presi­ 
dent, and gave a stirring address. Commit­ 
tees were appointed and a recess taken. 
'SECOND DISPATCH.) 
R ich m on d, Juae 2d.—Over 700 Readjuster 
delegates are present, with 75 colored men. 
The spsecl.es were veiy encouraging and com­ 
plimentary to the party, and were received 
with cheers. 
General M&hone made a speech, in which 
he thanked them for their approval of his 
conduct sad their unshaken devotion to the 
Jeffersonian principles of Government. The 
people of this State, in their might and sov­ 
ereign power, are here to sav to the 
States of this Union that Virginia is 
to be put in cordial relations with 
the Government in the future. Her people 
are to be identical, and her march is to be tor 
freedom aud progress in the land. Freedom 
of opinion is to rule iu all matters w hich re­ 
late to men. You sent me to the national 
capital as your representative, chosen with­ 
out solicitation on my part, except the per­ 
sonal responsibility of earnest devotion to 
serve this people wherever they saw tit to put 
me. No sooner was I called to the Capitol 
to answer for you than a policy of terrorism 
was put in practice to silence your repre­ 
sentative. I would be recreant to my man­ 
hood did I not maintain that I was 
there to voice the manhood 
of this 
people, there 
to oppose the Demo­ 
cratic Bmrbonism which attempted to 
dictate to the Readjuater party of this State, 
and was not there to do the bidding of men 
claiming to be the Democratic party, but 
who would throttle free opinion and free 
ballots. I want no more of that Democracy. 
You are here to give effect to equal right*, 
free ballots and an honest count, maintain 
economy in the State Government, and sup­ 
port the present system of public education. 
You are here to save those people from Bour­ 
bon domination, and lift the blight of Bour­ 
bon Democracy which has set in upon us, and 
to put an end to sectional contest and ob­ 
literate race distinctions. 
General Mahone concluded by urging 
harmony, and that to whomsoever they gave 
their banner they should stand by him to a 
man in the great fight which Virginia is to 
make for freedom and the freedom of their 
posterity. 
There was great applause during the de­ 
livery, and at the close of the speech a reso­ 
lution approving General MahoWa course in 
the United States Senate was adopted unani 
mously.

ARCHBISHOP CHOKE AND THE IRISH TROUBLE. 
D u blin, June 2d.—Archbishop Croke, at 
Thurles yesterday, concluded a most extraor­ 
dinary ecclesiastical campaign.

book the name uf eviction, and let no man 
henceforth be turned out of hi3 land unless 
it is quite clear the money which should have 
met his engagement was w&stefully and fool­ 
ishly dissipated. [Loud cheers.] It was only 
the other day that the venerable parish priest 
of Movearkey told me that when he became 
priest of that parish it contained 1,200 fami­ 
lies. There are at present only 400. Let me 
ask Mr. Gladstone what has become of the 
800 families, once happy in their humble 
homes, who have disappeared from that 
parish? Many have gone into their grave», 
many into the workhouse, and many 
to the great Republic of the world, bearing 
with them undying hatred to the country 
that banished them from their native land.

HAYES 
ON 
CONKLING. 


Ex-President Hayes has been giving his 
ideas upon Cockling, and as was to be 
expected, they are not complimentary. 
Mr. Hayes is of opinion th at the New 
York Senator is very literally mad ; that 
his self-conceit hxs attained such enor­ 
mous proportions as to thrust hie mind off 
its balance. 
This perhaps is not so diffi­ 
cult in hi3 case as it might be in that of 
some other men, seeing that his self-cocceit 
has always rivalled his mind in weight and 
force. 
Mr. Hayes affects to believe that 
Couklicg is a monomaniac on the subject 
of his own importance, aud really it must 
be acknowledged th at liis recent ac’.ion 
favors the hypothesis not a little. 
His 
resignation certainly was cot the act of a 
thoroughly sane mind, for it was apparent 
to everybody but Cockling that he had no 
right to take any such course. 
To do so 
was to declare that he regarded the Sena­ 
torial office as a personal perquisite, that 
he recognized no rights on the part of the 
people he represented, that he conceived 
himself entitled to throw away the office 
a t any time out of 
personal 
pique. 
This 
was 
not 
sane 
reasoning. 
Nei­ 
ther 
was 
the 
subsequent 
resolve 
to 
become 
a 
candidate 
for 
re­ 
election a sane coarse. 
There was no 
justitication for it. 
It could not eccure a 
vindication to Conkling. 
It could not 
serve any purpose whatever, but to flatter 
bis already inordinately inflated vanity. 
In fact the more the m atter is considered 
the clearer dees it become tiiat there is 
really much warrant for the view taken by 
Mr. Hayes. 
Of course it does not m atter 
much whether Conkling is slightly mad or 
not. 
The boundaries between sanity and 
insanity cannot be drawn with any cer­ 
tainty. 
A plausible theory may be formed 
to the effect that all men of special force 
«>f character are more or less insane. 
Some eminent alienists indeed have gone 
so far S3 to asrert that perfect sanity is 
nowhere to be found ; th at everybody has 
a “ bee in the bonnet” of some kind; 
aud that those whom wc call lunatics arc 
only less methodically mad than the rest. 
Tr,is isa liberal and tolerant doctrine, and. 
under it Mr. Conkling may escape a Com- 
nnVot/0 J< lunático inquirendo. 


THE GRANT ROBBERY. 


The (irant robbery presents the (¡enera! 
in quite a new aspect. 
We see him trav­ 
eling across Texas and M sxico w ith trunks 
full of foreign orders and domestic decora­ 
tions blazing with jewels, and we have it 
suggested 
that 
bis 
wealth 
in 
these 
things is so considerable as to render the 
occasional plunder of a bushel or so of dia­ 
mond badges and crosses a m atter of no 
particular moment. 
It is odd that General 
G rant should carry these costly and useless 
mementoes about with him, but it is still 
more odd that he should have been robbed 
of them without knowing it. 
B ut perhaps 
he intendeil to use them during his Mexi­ 
can visit. 
Such decorations are not allow­ 
able in the United States, bat in Mexico it 
is possible that a railroad negotiation might 
l>e Emoothed and forwarded by the judi­ 
cious display of these insignia of an im­ 
aginary ra“ k. 
Let us hope that the Gen­ 
eral will recover his lost jewels, and that 
the rascals who robbed him, aud then were 
silly enough to get drunk and sport his dia­ 
mond badges in the bar rooms they fre- 
«jucnted, may be adequately punished. 


There is an old proverb th at “ weshould 
“ never look a gift horse in the mouth, 
and perhaps the principle of it ought to 
apply to the public reception of the deci­ 
sion of the Supreme Couit in the case of 
Burke vs. the Assessor. 
The Court has 
done the public a very important service 
in making this decision. It has lifted from 
the State an incubus which was wasting its 
life away. 
I t has removed from it the pro­ 
hibition which 
the 
new 
Constitution 
operated to produce abroad. 
But in this 
life evil, once set in motion, inevitably 
reproduces and perpetuates itself continu­ 
ally, and it is rare th at in escaping from its 
consequences men are enabled to eradicate 
its seeds, and put a full stop to its exist­ 
ence. 
The framers of the new Constitu­ 
tion were men of firm purpose but feeble 
intelligence. 
They possessed much more 
malice than sense. 
But they kuew enough 
to make their intentions clear, and in 
nothing did they express themselves less 
ambiguously than on the question of taxa­ 
tion. 
I t was their belief—the belief, that 
is, of the controlling majority of them — 
that the taxation of certificates of stock 
was not double taxation, but the righteous 
taxation of property which had hitherto 
escaped all contribution to the maintenance 
of the Government. 
They declared that 
stock and shares wore property, and liable 
therefore to taxation. 
They unquestion­ 
ably in so declaring provided for double 
taxation, but this they were too stupid to 
realize, and they thought that the denun­ 
ciation of their method by those who had 
intelligence enough to perceive its true im­ 
plication was merely an artful device fur 
shielding the stock-holders who sought to 
escape taxation. 
The 
Constitution-makers 
were quite 
wrong, but they were as certainly quite 
sincere. 
They meant to tax stock sepa­ 
rately, and they put language in the Con­ 
stitution which declares 
that meaning 
very plainly. 
But the consequences of 
this provision have been disastrous, and 
threatened to be inore so in the future. It 
had acted as a brand upon the forehead of 
California. 
It had been equivalent to a 
sign board saying, “ Here the State plays 
“ the role of highwayman, and robs the 
“ citizen.” 
It had prevented the intro­ 
duction of capital. 
I t had induced capi­ 
tal already here to emigrate. 
It had in fact 
made it absolutely impossible for men who 
owned stock in any enterprise, the head­ 
quarters of which were in another State, 
to continue to hold such stock, inasmuch 
as the State Constitution imposed upon 
every such share a tax which operated as a 
handicap and a disqualification as com­ 
pared with all similar stock held in more 
equitably governed States. 
The foolish 
malignity of the Constitution-makers was 
therefore having very bad and serious ef­ 
fects, and there was danger that theEe ill 
effects would in a short time drive the most 
active in d enterprising representatives of 
capital out of the State, and at the same 
time prevent the association of capital for 
the promotion of im portant undertakings. 
Under these circumstances the Supreme 
Court was given an opportunity to inter­ 
pret the Constitution in the m atter of the 
taxation of stock, and it has come to the 
rescue of the State, but at the sacrifice 
of consistency and plain dealing. 
The de­ 
cision of the Court is undoubtedly sound 
philosophy and economy. 
It is in full 
accord with the best interests of the State. 
But it 13, we are compelled to say, in flat 
contradiction to tlie express terms of the 
Constitution. 
We do not regret that this 
is so. 
We do not find fault with the Court 
because it is so. 
But we note the fact be­ 
cause it illustrates our remark that the 
consequences of evil are cumulative, and 
that their limits cm never be set. 
To 
“ get even” with the holders of stock the 
farmers who made the Constitution reck­ 
lessly and dishonestly insisted upon double 
taxation. 
Ia so doing they set an evil in 
operation which is still active. 
They dis­ 
honored the organic law by prostituting it to 
the erection of an abuse with an institution. 
To counteract th at abuse, and to secure the 
State from its baueful effects, the Supreme 
Court has now been compelled to dishonor 
the Constitution still further, by ascribing 
to it a meaning which is not deducible 
either from its language or from the spirit 
which animated its makers. 
There was indeed no other way out. 
The Constitution cannot 
be 
amended 
quickly. 
Its revision is a work of time, 
and, as the proverb ha3 it, “ While the 
“ grass grows the steed etarves.” 
There­ 
fore the Supreme Court was justified in 
overthrowing this mischievous aud in­ 
equitable provision by any means, and if 
in so doing it has credited the Constitu­ 
tional Convention with more honesty and 
enlightenment than ever belonged to that 
strauge mixture of demagogues and im­ 
beciles, they at least need not complain. 
The Court has assumed that the Con­ 
vention understood its business, and that 
it meant only well. 
These are violent as­ 
sumptions under the circumstances, but 
they arc warrantable on the part of the 
Court. 
Double taxation 
is therefore 
eliminated from the Constitution, notw ith­ 
standing its language. 
Far niGrc arbitrary 
changes have been made before now in the 
interpretation of the Scriptures, and with 
far Itss defensible motives. 
The Supreme 
Court has done the State a service, and if 
the Constitution is incidentally brought 
into greater disrepute.it will be all the 
soourr amended—or discarded. 


TEE WHINER OF THE DERBY. 


CAMPBELL’S 
STATEMENT 
ANSWERED 


We print to-day an answer to Camp­ 
bell’s statement from the officers who had 
him in charge at the City I’rison. 
It will 
be seeu that they deny emphatically the 
truth of every one of his assertions, and 
maintain that he was well and humanely 
treated during the whole period of his con­ 
finement. 
The weight of evidence and the 
presumption of credibility aro both over­ 
whelmingly against Campbell, and it ap­ 
pears scarcely doubtful that he has been 
attempting to gain sympathy by calumniat­ 
ing the officers who, in the performance oi 
their duty, attended to his wants while ho 
was a prisoner. 
We are glad that these 
facts have been brought out, for his state­ 
ment as it went forth was a very ugly one 
on its face.

Certainly it is a portentous event. 
For a 
hundred and fifty years or so the equine 
stock of England and America have been 
interchanging. 
In both countries great 
pains and enormous capital have been ex­ 
pended in tho improvement of breeds. 
Aud now an American horse, which in this 
cise means a horse of English strain, 
bred in America, has won the English 
Derby. We really cannot see why an Amer­ 
ican horre could not have won the Derby 
a dozen times before this, and wc really 
do not see that the winning of the Derby 
either by an English or in American horse 
has any particular v&lnc or bearing upon 
the progress of civilization. 
There is a 
mania and an enthusiasm about horse 
racing which has very little ground in 
reason, and the tremendous fuss which is 
made every year over the English races is 
quite out of proportion to the intrinsic 
importance of the event. 
We are glad 
that Iroquois has won tho Derby, if it is 
of the least importance, but we cannot see 
that there is any reason for the indulgence 
of international sentiment on the occasion, 
save by those who are willing to iiken ; 
themselves to horses.

ANSWER TO CAMPBELL’S 
STATEMENT. 


Eds. Record-U nion : I t is but just to the 
Chief of Police to reply to the accusations of 
one C. Campbell, made iu Superior Ccurt on 
Tuesday—at the time of his plea of guilty of 
felony—which statement prompted an edi­ 
torial at your hands. When Campbell was 
first placed in the cry prison, he was given a 
new cell within three or four feet of the office 
desk, and during the day time aud often in 
the night, the door of the cell wss left open, 
when the prisoner cculd have fres converse 
with the jailer or any other person who might 
be in the office. The prisoner’s wife was 
permitted free accees to the cell, and remained 
with him a great portion of the time during 
the day and night. This particular prisoner 
was granted even more privileges than others 
confined. 
He was only taken to the cell 
down stairs whea it became known that the 
prisoner was able to remove his Bhackles at 
will, and ou account of the very insecure 
condition of the upstairs portion of the 
prison. 
And knowing from his own confes­ 
sion and his past acts, that he was a danger­ 
ous and desperate man, who would not stop 
at auy crime, even after he wa3 removed 
to the lower cell his wife was permitted to 
remain with him at her pleasure, and he was 
always granted anything he desired for his 
convenience. He had regularly three good 
meals each day, and wa3 in the cell down stairs 
only two days when he made the attempt 
to commit suicide by cutting his wrist. 
The 
officers in charge of the prison furnished the 
prisoner tobacco, cigars, writing material 
aud candles, and he was permitted to write 
such communications as he m’ght desire 
without any restriction, and the writers of 
this have often mailed le tte r written by both 
the prisoner and his wife without investigating 
the contents, The writers would have so in­ 
spected the letters were it not for the fact 
that the prisoner at all times admitted his 
guilt, and it was deemed unnecessary to in­ 
spect the letters. 
The prisoner never asked 
for an attorney. We have often heard the 
City Attorney speak with the prisoner when 
the cell door was open, and he always said 
he was in no hurry for an examination. The 
prisoner’s wife was granted free privilege in 
and about the prison, aud waa not ia fact at 
any time 
under 
any other 
than me:e 
formal restraint, and that on account of 
her 
own 
wishes 
and 
desires 
to 
be 
with her husband. 
Each and every state­ 
ment made by Campbell with regard to his 
treatment in the prison is absolutely falie. 
He was until the last two weeks of his con­ 
finement kept in a new and perfectly clean 
cell, and when he was placed in tho lower 
cell he was at all times given as much water 
and scop as he detired for the purpose of 
washing himself. 
Of course the old cell.® are 
not the cleanest nor the best, but were kept 
in as good condition as the circumstances 
would permit. 
It is perfectly well known to all that the 
accommodations of the city prison are not 
such as you would find in a first-class hotel, 
but anything that could be done for the con­ 
venience, cmforraable to the security of 
Campbell, was done. The writera of this 
were the officers in charge of the city prison, 
and always acted under the instructions of 
the Chief of Police, who told us to give the 
prisoner the best of care and attention. We 
were instructed to do this for the reason that 
the prisoner confessed his guilt of the offense 
charged, and that there would be no necessity 
for a trial, and that there could be no danger 
of defeating the course of justice by permit­ 
ting free converse with any person. By giv­ 
ing this a place in your paper you will be do­ 
ing an act of justice not only to the Chief cf 
Police but to ourselves.

THE 
CAMPBELL-PRISON MATTER. 


Eds. R ecord-U n iox .- A* editorial in yeur' 
issue of yesterday seems to imply some very 
severe strictures upon the Police Department 
of this city, in the case of one Charles Camp­ 
bell, a self-convicted felon. While the case 
ia question does not came directly in my 
province aud jurisdiction as City Attorney, 
I assumed the right to investigate the charge 
during the prisoner’s confinement in the city 
prison. 
I often conversed with the prisoner, 
in the public office of the Chief of Police, 
and was curious to know from him why he 
did not have an immediate examination. He 
always admitted hisguilt, and at the same time 
asked that the examination should be delayed, 
ar.d manifested an apparent desire to aid the 
Chief to recover the money stolen fiom Coy. 
1 know personally that b til Campbell and 
his wife had more than ordinary privileges, 
and that no harsh or ill-treatment was ever 
inflicted upon either of them. 
Mrs. Camp­ 
bell was under no restraint further than a 
request not to go upon the streets. Can p- 
bell occupied quarters equally as good as 
those of the jailers, aud was permitted at 
all times to talk and converse with visitors 
to the city prison, the cell door being open 
into the Chief’s public effi;e a gi eater por­ 
tion cf the time. 
He several limes told me 
that when he get read}’ he would enter 
a 
plea 
oi 
guilty, 
and 
not 
stand 
a tria). 
I saw him moot every day durii a 
his imprisonment, and he never once made 
any complaint of ill-treatment, and seemed 
anxious to remain in the City Prieon rather 
than go to the County Jai!. I am satisfied 
that Campbell has availed himself of an op­ 
portunity to make a sensation with very lit­ 
tle regard to the truth. 
I have several times 
been present when this man Campbell could 
have made any grievance known either to 
Judge Henry, District Attorney Bucldev, 
and dozens of others, had any existed. 
It 
would seem that there is very little satl-fac­ 
tion in officers domg their duty under diffi 
cult circumstances, if they can be maligned 
by irresponsible and desperate criminals. 
While I have no responribility in the matter 
of the management of the police department, 
I deem it my duty to present to the public 
the facts, when the matter had come to such 
a pass that the whole department has been eo 
unjustly, uot to say maliciously, assailed by 
this man, who stands confessedly guilty of 
numerous crimes and felonies. Yours, 
AY.

The county of Sutter recently filed a peti­ 
tion with the A tterney-Genera! of the State 
tor the right to bring an action in the name 
of the State, and use his name as Attorney- 
General in said action, the object of the suit 
being to enjoin the Miocene M ining Com­ 
pany from continuing its hydraulic mining at 
the place named in the petition. 
This peti­ 
tion was subsequently supported by similar 
ones from other counties, asking that the pe­ 
tition of Sutter county be granted. 
The 
Attorney-General upon consideration, aud 
bonds for costs having been furnished, granted 
the request, and a complaint wgs yesterday 
filed in the Superior Court of Sacramento 
county, and an order of injunction pending 
trial was granted by Judge Denson. 
The fol­ 
lowing is ihe complaint and all the proceed­ 
ings in the case thus far : 
. 
*THE COMPLAINT. 
State of California, in the Superior Court of Sac­ 
ramento county. The People of the State of Cali­ 
fornia, upon the relation of Sutter county, plaintiff, 
vs. the Miocene Mining Company, defendant. 
The People of the State of California, by A. L 
Hart, its Attorney-General, now coine and complain 
against the Mi -cene Mining Company, and for cause 
of such complaint show to the honorable Court as 
follows, to wit: 
I. That the Sacramento and Feather rivers lie 
entirely within the limits of the State of California ; 
that the latter is a tributary of the former, and both 
are navigable rivers, and have beeu continuously 
navigated by steamers, barges and smaller crafts 
and vessels during the last thirty-one years, and 
during the earlier part of that period said Sacra­ 
mento river was navigated from the Bay of San 
Francisco to the city of Sacramento in ships, and 
ocean steamers, and other water craft; that «aid 
Feather river, during the first twelve years of said 
period, and before the navigation thereof was much 
impaired by the deposits therein of tailings from 
the hydraulic mines, was navigable from iti mouth 
up to the towns of Marysville and Yuba City, at all 
stages oi the water, by t team boats of large size, 
and is still so navigable by small steamboats of 
light draught, and by barges and other small ves­ 
sels, and during the higher stages of the water by 
large steamboat<; that both of said rivers have 
been declared, by Acts of the Legislature of the 
State of California, to be navigable to the extent 
stated in Section *2341) of the Political Code of said 
State, and to that extent have actually been so. 
II. That hydraulic mining as now practiced and 
understood, is a mode or process of mining for gold 
by which high banks of earth aud gravel usual? 
composed of streaks containing gold enough to pay 
for the washing, and streaks that do not—the latter 
in cubic 
contents 
largely 
predominating—are 
washed and removed from their íatuial position, 
after being shaken up and shattered by means of 
immense blasts of powder, into sluice-ways and 
flumes, and thence into the natural water courses 
and rivers, by means of large streams of water 
forced through iron pipes and thence discharged 
from nozzks attached to said pipes with great force 
and velocity against the said banks of earth and 
gravel, by á heavy water pressure of from one hun­ 
dred feet*to four hundred feet in height, the gold 
being separated from the earth, sand and gravel by 
the action of the water, aud retained in the pave­ 
ments of said sluice-ways and flumes, whilst the 
re fuse matter, consisting of boulders, cobble stones, 
lobbies, sand aud clay, generally called and known 
as “ tailings,” or 44debrig from the mines,” •« 
washed into and down said natural water courses 
and rivers and deposited iu the beds and channels 
thereof, throughout their entire length, the heavier 
portion thereof being first deposited and lodged 
in the upper poitions of said water courses and 
rivers, whilst the lighter portions thereof are car­ 
ried further dov n and deposited in the lower por­ 
tions of said rivers. This hydraulic process of min­ 
ing has been practiced and ca ried on to some 
extent i ■ the mountainous parts of the State of 
Califomi i during the Ia9t twenty Viare—it attained 
great dimensions about the year 1876, and at 
the present 
time is 
carried 
on 
extensively, 
principally in the 
counties of 
Butte, Yuba, 
Sierra and Nevada, and on a smaller scale in some 
of the other mountainous counties. The tailings 
from all the hydraulic mines worked in the four 
counties above named arc discharged into the 
Feither river and the streams tributary thereto, 
and a large portion thereof have beeu deposited and 
lodged in the bod and channels of said Feather river 
throughout its entire length below the town of Oro- 
ville, in Butte county, but a large portion thereof 
has been washed and carried by the water into and 
¿lawn the Sacramento river and deposited in the bed 
and channels of the last named river throughout its 
entire length below its junction with said Feather 
river. 
III. Thai pr! '*r to the month of February, 1SS1, 
and before the commission of the wrongful acts by 
the defendant hereinafter complained of, the deposit 
of tai!ing3 from the hydraulic mines, as aforesaid, 
in the beds and channels of said rivers bad filled up 
and raised said beds and channels to a considerable 
extent in the lower portions of said rivers, and to a 
much greater ex’er t in the upper portions of the 
navigable part of said Feather river, and had greatly 
widened the beds of said rivers and shallowed the 
channels thereof, and thereby had considerably un­ 
paired and obstructed the navigation thereof,-and 
had caused said rivers to overflow their banks and 
to submerge large poitions of the adjacent lands— 
the property of citizens of this State —during the 
seasons of high water, and thereby had interfered 
with and obstructed the free and comfortable use 
and enjoyment of said lands by the owners and oc­ 
cupants thereof, to a much greater extent th* n at 
any time before sail rivers were so filled up, ls 
afore-aid, by said tailings, and to a much greater 
ex ent than said lands would have been overflowed, 
or the use and enjoyment thereof would have been 
interfere 1 with or obstructed had not said tailings 
b^en so deposite4, as aforesaid, iu the bed* and 
channels of said rivers. 
IV. That the defendant herein, the Miocene Min­ 
ing Company, is a corporation organized in the 
State of New York, under and by virtue of the laws 
of the State of New York, for thepurp se of mining 
in Butte county, of the state cf California. That 
prior to the month of February, 1S81, said defend­ 
ant acquired the possession of, and claims to own a 
large tract of mineral land, to w it: about 1,500 
acres, situate adjacent to said 
Feather river, 
on 
the 
north 
side 
thereof, 
about 
one 
inile above the said town of Oroville. The sur­ 
face of said tract of land is generally about 2 X) feet 
above the low-water level of said Feather river, and 
is susceptible of being worked and mined by said 
hydraulic process to a depth of about thirty feet be­ 
low the surface, and to that depth U composed of 
various strata of cement, gravel, pipe-clay and sand, 
¡ the greater t art of which, except the pipe clay, con- 
j taming small particles of gold. That by means of a 
j ditch and iron pipes defendant has c >ndue cd to 
, slid mine a constant supply of 3,000 inches of 
i water, which it is using, and v.til continue to use, 
under a vertical pressure of 350 feet, to mine its 
said tract of laud by said hydraulic process, dis­ 
charging the water through monitors, from nozzles 
of eight inches in diameter, and dumping all the 
tai!In*s from such mining directly inti said Feather 
river, immediately adjacent to svd tract of mlneial 
i»ud 
That the defendant commenced to mine its 
said trac, of land in the mode ai d by the process 
aforesaid, on or about th e 
day of February, 
13S1, and since that day 
bos di charged and 
dumped into sa;d Feather river, at a point ad- 
jaccnt to said tr*ct of land, 12,000 cubic yards 
per day of solid material from said mine, com­ 
posed of small bowlders, cobblestones, gravel, 
sand and clsy, during all the time it has to mined ; 
and at that rate it will require over twenty years 
to mine out and exhaust said tract of lan 1. And 
plaintiff fa th* r shows that the defendant, by its 
I agents, has declared its intention, and really in­ 
. tends, t j continue to mine said tract of land in the 
! manner a id at the rate aforesdd, and to discharge 
and *lump the tailings from such mining ground 
' into Feather river as aforesaid, until said tract of 
i laud shall 
mined < ut and exhausted, and will so 
: continue to mine and to discharge and dump sail 
; tailings into Feather river, unless enjoined and re- 
j strained by order of this honorable Court. That 
, the tailings discharged and dumped into Feather 
river by the defendants aforesaid have been washed 
and removed down said rivers by the natural force 
of the waters, and commingled with tailings from 
( other hydraulic mi. os, »ud with them have beeu 
deposited and loiged in the beds and channels of 
siul rivers and upon the lands adjacent to said 
I rive:s. That sincj the defendant commenced to 
' mine in said tract of land as aft rcsa.d, the beds and 
I channels of the Feather and Sacramento rivers 
have been filled up, raised, widened and alial- 
! lowed by th» deposits therein of tailings from the 
I defendant's mine, and other hydraulic mines as 
I aforesaid, to a much greater extent that at any 
time before, and by reason thereof the navigati n 
i of said rivers has l*een Impaired and obs'.ruc’.ed, 
! and the banks thereof and the land* adjacent 
i thereto have been overflowed and injured to 


hydraulic mines, to which the tailings from the said 
mine of the defendant has largely and materially 
contributed, to a depth of* from one toot to fifteen 
feet, and have thereby been rendered totally unfit 
for cultivation or any other useful purpose, and 
of no value whatever. That there sre in the valley 
of said Feather river, below Oroville, and within 
reach of its overflowing waters, 
acres of valuable agricultural lauds—the prop­ 
erty 
of 
citizens of 
this State—highly 
im­ 
proved and 
cultivated, 
which 
remain uuiu- 
jured, 
or injured only 
in 
a small 
degree 
by the overflow thereof and deposits thereon of tail­ 
ings from said hydraulic mines, but which will be 
subject to fcuch oveiflow' and deposits thereon, and 
which will be overflowed by water, and covered by 
a deposit of tailings from said hydraulic mines, 
including that of the defendant, and 
there­ 
by greatly deteriorated 
in 
value 
aud useful­ 
ness to the owners 
thereof, 
if not rendered 
totally useless and of no value whatever, within a 
very short j>eriod of time, if hydraulic mining be 
continued by the defeudaut and others, as at pres­ 
ent conducted ; and plaintiff is informed and be­ 
lieves,and upon such information and belief alleges, 
that unless restrained and enjoined by this honor­ 
able Court, such hy draulic miniug will be so con 
tinued by defendant and others during the next 
twenty years, to the utter and total destruction of 
all the agricultural lands aud t&e improvements 
thereon, and of all the cities and towns within the 
valley of Feather river, and within the valley of the 
Sacramento nver below the town of Princeton, in 
Colusa county. 
VI. Plaintiff further shows that the discharge and 
deposit of tailings by defendant from its said mine 
as aforesaid so foul9 and adulterates the waters of 
Feather river, at all points below defendant’s said 
mine and down to the junction of the Yuba river, 
as to render said waters unfit for any use by the 
inhabitants of said valley, and that in the absence 
of such fouling and adulteration said waters were 
and would still be of first-rate quality for all the 
purposes for which water is used by man and beast. 
VII. Plaintiff further shows that the filling up of 
the beds of said Feather and Sacrameuto rivers by 
tailings from the said hydraulic mines of defendant 
and others, and to which filling the defendant las 
largely contributed and will continue so to con­ 
tribute unless restrained by this Court, and the con­ 
sequent overflow of the banks of said rivers and the 
lands adjacent thereto, and the deposit of tailings 
thereon as aforesaid, both the natural and artificial 
drainage of the lands and the sewerage of the cities 
and t .was in the Feather river and bacraraento val­ 
leys have been greatly obstructed, and thereby said 
valleys have been rendered more unhealthy to the 
inhabitants thereof than they otherwise would have 
been, and will thereby continue to be rendered still 
mere unhealthy by the continuance of hydraulic 
mining, conducted R9 aforesaid by defendant and 
others. 
VIII. Plaintiff further shows that if hydraulic 
mining by defendant and o'hers is stopped and not 
again resumed, that the* waters of said rivers will at 
once commence to ecour and carry off the tailings 
heretofore deposited therein as aforesaid, and within 
a few years will thereby rcbtore said rivers to their 
former and normal conditions of navigability, deep 
channels aud pure water. 
IX. Plaintiff further shows that the wrongful 
acts of the defendant, above complained of, consti­ 
tute a public nuisance of a continuously recurring 
nature, produced and continued by repeated wrong­ 
ful acts of defendant, and not subject to abatement, 
but that the only appropriate or adequate remedy 
for which Í3 by injucc ion from a Court of Equity, 
ami for w hich the: e is no remedy at law' except by 
information or indictment, as for a misdemeanor, 
the penalty of which is, and will be, totally inade­ 
quate to suppress the wrong ; besides, such misde­ 
meanor must be prosecuted in the county where it 
is committed, and is there triable by a jury, where 
it would be difficult and generally impossible to con­ 
vict the offender, by reason of the great influence 
of those generally guilty of the offense, and from 
the fact that a majority c-f the people iu those 
counties where the offense is committed regard the 
wrougful acta herein above complained of as consti­ 
tuting no public offense. That the prospect of real 
and speculative profits from hydraulic mining, as 
herein above described and complained of, is gener­ 
ally such that persons engaged in it would suffer all 
the prosecutions and penalties cf the law that 
could be inflicted upon them, rather than discon­ 
tinue the commission of the offense; besides, num­ 
erous and repeated prosecutions of each offender 
would be necessary to produce apy effect whatever. 
That the navigability of said 
Sacramento and 
Feather rivers, and the value and usefulness of the 
agricultural lands of said valleys, and the roads and 
highwai 8 therein, are in imminent danger of total 
and irretrievable destruction by the wrongful acts 
of defendant above complained of, and that such 
destruction can only be prevented by the writ of in­ 
junction from a Court of equity. 
That if the 
wrongful acts of the defendant and others, above 
complained of, are continued, the beds and channels 
of the upper portions of said rivers will verv soon 
be so fi led and choked up by tailings from defend­ 
ant’s and other hydraulic mines, that said rivers will 
be turned from their natural beds and channels and 
gpread aud run at random over the entire valleys, 
ii which condition the depth of their watei swill beso 
diminished that they w ill have no force or power to

ecome dismal swamps. 
Wherefore, the plaintiff prays that during the 
pendency of this acti n the defendant and all its 
officers, agents and employes may be enjoined and 
restrained from discharging or dumping into said 
Feather river, or causing or suffer in; to flow into 
said river, any tailings, bowlders, cobble stones, 
gravel, sand, clay, debris, or refuse matter from its 
said tract of mint ral land, mine, or elsewhere, and 
that upon the final hearing and trial of this sctim 
the said defendant may be so as aforesaid enjoined 
and restrained perpetually, and that plaint.ff re­ 
cover its cost of suit herein.

The character of “ Richard the T h i r d i s 
one of the most repulsiva and monotonously 
wicked in history; which ia a very sure in- 
over* 100 ooo dication th at the true picture of the man has 
not descended to u*.

sented him in accord with tradition—that if, 
w ithout one redeeming quality. 
Shakes­

Keer.e was called upon to 
play last night. 
H e has been accused of 
ranting, and he does rant. 
B ut no man can 
play th at character w ithout ranting,

what between Colley Cibber and his success­ 
ors it has become a mere farrago of mou t> 
ings aud jingling catchwords, and whoever 
takes the part m ust stru t and bellow and 
roar so as to split the ears of the groundling . 
Shakespeare’s Richard is another kind of vil­ 
lain, for Shakespeare never drew a villain 
without plenty of brains. 
B ut Shakespeare 
is not responsible for Mr. Keene’s Richard ; 
neither is Mr. Keene. 
I t is, as we have said, 
a ranting part. 
I t tears a passion to tatters, 
to very rags. 
We are sorry th at Mr. Keene 
clicse it for his only appearance here, for we 
recognize in him abilities which could not be 
worse illustrated, and m ight be much better. 
He has talent. 
H e has the industry to study 
carefully. 
H e is at present too subservient to 
stage traditions, and m ust free himself from 
that tendency if he would succeed. Above all, 
he will do well to eschew mere mouthing 
parts. 
L et him essay Shakespeare when 
Shakespeare is played, but let him avoid 
Colley Cibber and Company. 
M r. Keene 
cannot make anything more of this Richard 
role than the m utilated play—half Shake­ 
speare, half fustian—allow s; but last night 
he did the beet th at could be done with it. 
Am for his support, it was, so far as the mas­ 
culine part went, poor. 
1 lis daughter has a 
gracious presence, and with more verve and 
anim ation may make an actress. The m ount­ 
ing cf tho piece was atrocious, and it de­ 
tracted from its effects, which are all of the 
stage stagey. 
M r. Keene’s acting was ap­ 
preciated by the audience, who insisted on 
bis appearance at the close of the fourth act, 
and would not be denied.
